2 cups soft bread crumbs 


2 teaspoons salt

ing salted water for 10 minutes.

In a small saucepan combine 
milk, butter and liquid from can 
of salmon.

Alas, the poor dime and quarter. Sometime next year, Cong¬ 
ress willing, they will lose their bell-like ring and their seli'-polishing- 
silver sheen and become like the mousey nickel. They Aill be gray 
and dull and undistinguished and worth just the same as today (bar¬ 
ring changes in the consumer price index). So argues a Johnson 
message to Congress. 

Deep inside will be a core of pure copper that will gleam quietly 
by itself, mostly unseen, because the air that tarnishes the penny 
will never get at it—except at the edge. There, we are told, the 
copper will show through the outside eupranickel alloy, in a new 
kind of modern, two-toned bimetalism within a single coin that would 
have terrified William Jennings Bryan, the great advocate of the 
bimetalism of silver and gold. Had such a proposal been made in 
his time, the famed silver-tongued oratory of the Great Commoner 
would no doubt have been eupranickel coated. 

Silver itself, whose pressure for markets was a political force in 
the United States for decades, is in drastically short supply now. 
Its once-rich veins are sadly unable to meet the demands of the age 
of insert-the-coin-and-press-the-button. The new half dollar will 
look almost the same but don’t ask what’s inside. Only the silver 
dollar will continue to ring regally amid the dunging of coins in the 
pocket.

FIRST AID FOR FISHERMEN 

Accidents that befall fisher¬ 
men are comparatively f e w. 
Most that do occur are tempor¬ 
arily painful, though liot neces¬ 
sarily serious. However, all are 
potentially dangerous. 

The average man who spends 
most of his fishing hours com¬ 
fortably enscounced on a boat 
cushion may never encounter a 
serious accident, note the folks 
at Mercury outboards. Outside 
of dodging wild casts of his 
partner, being careful to close 
his tackle box and avoiding the 
horns on a catfish, he’ll enjoy a 
long, fishing life. 

Most problems arise from 
carelessness . . . like sitting 
down on a tray full of lures, or 
cavorting about a rocky slike 
while Intent on reaching hole be¬ 
low. You can- get a nasty gash 
filleting a fish, or perhaps 
burned while smoking and filling 
a gasoline lantern. 

Caution prevents such accid¬ 
ents. Precaution can keep the 
minor ones from becoming 
serious. 

This latter truism Is particu¬ 
larly Important when one con¬ 
siders how easily possible com¬ 
plications can be avoided by 
advance preparation. 

Tetanus shots and regular 
boosters are recommended for 
all who go afield, as well a3 
those who do not. In snake 
country, a snake bite kit Is good 
insurance. A small first aid kit 
should always be bandy; if not, 
thoroughly scrubbing a lacera¬ 
tion with soap and clean water 
can prevent infection almost as 
■well as many commonly carried 
antiseptics. 

Improvise the best you can 
and get prompt medical atten¬ 
tion, urges Mercury. This is no 
field for the “do-it-yourselfers.” 

Alertness is the best way to 
prevent mishaps. So tread care¬ 
fully and sit gingerly. ■ And lie 
prepared to assist the guy who 
doesn't-

Ice - cream - happy Americans 
lick away more than four billion 
servings in cones each year, ac¬ 
cording to the National Geo¬ 
graphic Society.

Once restricted 
to vanilla, chocolate, and straw¬ 
berry, ice-cream cones nowadays 
offer some 200 flavors ranging 
from bubble gum and blueberry 
cheesecake to pumpkin, licorice, 
sunflower seed, raisin, rhubarb, 
and root beer. 

Ice cream is no mere hot 
weather delight. Eskimos like it 
so much they use hard-earned 
trapping money to buy ice cream. 
A company in Alaska flies sup¬ 
plies north to such frigid spots 
as Nome, Teller, and Lost River. 

Ice cream is probably more 
popular than borscht in Russia. 
In Japan, tempura restaurants 
serve fried ice cream, made by 
dipping frozen scoops in batter 
and frying them quickly in deep 
fat. 

Ice cream has been enjoyed in 
one form or another since Roman 
times. Emperor Nero kept his 
slaves busy running snow for 
confections from the nearest 
white-capped mountains to Rome. 

Some three centuries ago,

TODAY'S AGRI-FACT 


Q. I recently started a business 
and hired a young man to work 
for me. He said he would bring 
in his social security account 
number card but never did. When 
I pressed him for it, he said he 
lost his card and the social sec¬ 
urity ollice is closed when he is 
off work so he can't get anoother. 
He claims I don’t need his num¬ 
ber—his name is enough. What 
am I supposed to do?. 

A. Telephone the social security 
oflice and ask them to mail you 
two application forms for num¬ 
bers, or you can pick them up at 
any post office. Have the employee 
complete both copies and send one 
in to the' social security office. 
Keep the other in case your tax 
return is due before the card 
comes back. If your tax return 
is due before you get the number, 
attach the second application to 
the return. It’s a good idea to 
keep a record of the employee's 
date of birth and parents’ names 
in case the application form gets 
separated from the return. With 
this information the Social Sec¬ 
urity Administration can locate 
an employee’s N number. If this 
should happen, the Baltimore of¬ 
fice will write to you for this in¬ 
formation. 

Q. We hire a woman to work in 
our home. We pay her $6 a day 
and she works one day a week. 
She doesn’t want us to report to 
social security as she says she 
will receive more on her husband’s 
account and so paying social sec¬ 
urity tax is just throwing money 
away. It would be easier for nie 
not to bother with it, but my wife 
thinks I should find out. 

A. You must report her wages 
if you pay her $50

I have a letter here from a reader 
who says, "A number of years 
ago I had two trees cut and 
stumps removed on my front 
lawn. Now I continually have 
mushrooms and toadstools pop¬ 
ping up in the area where the 
trees used to be. What can I do 
to get rid of them?” 

These toadstools and mush¬ 
rooms — not recommended for 
supper by the way—spring up in 
the lawn because of decaying or¬ 
ganic matter in the soil. Maybe, 
a piece of board or other builder's 
debris that was buried when the 
lawn was graded. 

Sometimes these fungi appear 
in a clump, sometimes in circular 
bands, four or five inches wide, 
known as “fairy rings” that 
spread outwards in a widening 
circle from year to year. In any 
case, they’re unsightly. 

I won’t guarantee that you can 
get rid of them permanently and 
absolutely. They can be very per¬ 
sistent. But if you will punch 
holes 3 or 4 inches into the soil 
with a spading fork and apply 
Scotts Scutl at double rate, and 
do this twice a year, you'll cer¬ 
tainly keep the infection under 
control. With luck it may dis¬ 
appear entirely.

are liable not only for your share 
of the taxes but for hers as well, 
in addition to penalty and inter¬ 
est. The Internal Revenue Service 
has a simplified tax return for use 
in reporting domestic wages. You 
may pay her share of the taxes if 
you wish but the wages must be 
reported. Make sure you have her 
correct social security account 
number. There are advantages to 
a woman to be insured on her own 
account even is she is already 
eligible on her husband’s wage 
record. Suggest that your em¬ 
ployee get in touch with the so¬ 
cial security office for information 
about this. 

Q. I hire an elderly man to 
clean my shop. He works only half 
a day a week. He says I don’t 
have to deduct social security tax¬ 
es because he is over 65. Is he 
right? 

A. No. Any wages paid for work 
in connection with a trade or busi¬ 
ness are covered under social sec¬ 
urity—except for certain types of 
family employment—and must be 
reported.
